CO-ORDINATE THE WORK OF 
POLICE FORCES ON PRAIRIES 


EDMONTON, Feb. 1. — The pos- 
sibility of co-ordinating the police 
forees of the province in the inter 
ests of economy and better service, 
has been raised by Attorney-General 
Brownlee, who states that he has 
made certain tentative proposals to 
the provinces of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan with that end in view. 

Mr. Brownlee points out that all 
three prairie provinces are in exactly 
the same Position so far as provincial 
policing is concerned, that is, all 
three provinces maintain their own 
force of provincial police, while the 
Dominion government maintains in 
each province, a force of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, which body 
attends to the enforcement of the 
Dominion acts. 

Expense Is Great 

The expense entailed by this dupli- 
cation of forces is considerable, states 
Mr. Brownlee. In Alberta, for ex- 
ample, the provincial police force is 
maintained at an annual cost, in 
round figures of half a million dol- 
lars. The provincial police force 
numbers some 190 officers and men, 
of all ranks. The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police force in this prov 
ince consists of some 260 officers and 
men, and its wage bill alone is in the 
neighborhood of $300,000 annually, so 
that the total cost of the force must 
be far in excess of the half million 
dollars which is required for the 
maintenance of the provincial police 
body. 


Cut Down Force 

With a co-ordination of the two 
forces and # centralization of author- 
ity, Mr. Brownlee estimates that the 
work of enforcing Dominion acts, to- 
gether with the various other duties 
undertaken at present by the R. C. 
M. P., would probably not require 
over 70 additional men. 

One big advantage of a co-ordina 
tion of forces would be seen in the 
task of stamping out the illicit stills 
which are being worked in various 
remote parts of the province. This 
task comes under the inland revenue 
depé:tincnt, gn2d tke R~€.~ eM. P..48 
the only body charged with the en- 
forcement of the Inland Revenue Act, 

Ottawa Not Notified Yet 

Mr. Brownlee states that so far, no 
suggestion has been made to Ottawa 
looking to the co-ordination of the two 
forces. All that he has done to date, 
is to place his views before the at- 
torney-general of the three prairie 
provinces, with the idea of finding 
out to what extent their opinions in 
the subject might coincide with his 
own. A letter from the attorney- 
general of Manitoba yesterday, sug- 
gesting a meeting between the attor- 
ney-generals of the three prov- 
inces, where the whole question of 
police administration throughout the 
prairie provinces might be gone into 
with a view to finding out how far a 
co-ordination scheme would be prac- 
ticable. 

Should the three provinces reach an 
agreement in the suggestions put 
forward by Mr. Brownlee, the matter 
would then be taken up with the au 
thorities at Ottawa. 


WHEAT BOARD THIS YEAR, IS 
OPINION OF THE PREMIER 
EDMONTON, Feb. 1.—“I think we 
can get a wheat board this year,” 
stated Premier Greenfield Thursday 
morning, when asked by The Herald 
as to the prospects in this regard, 
“and though Jas. Stewart is much too 
busy a man these days to be a likely 
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it must be remembered that we shall 
have a lot more time this year in 
which to look about to make selection 
of a good man.” 

The premier is of the opinion that 
Manitoba will pass the required en- 
abling legislation, and press dis- 
patches from Ottawa, he added, in- 
dicated the possibility of a strengthen- 
ing of the legislation passed last year, 
though the existing legislation now 
on the Dominion statute books might 
be extended by order-in-council. 

Progressives Working 

The Progressives in the Dominion 
house are understood to have such a 
move under consideration, said the 
premier. 

“T hope that we can get together 
on the discriminatory freight rates 
resolution and make it unanimous,” 
said Premier Greenfield Thursday 
morning, when asked for his views in 
this regard. 


“The government has not taken the

position that it must be patted on 
the back for what it has done, That 
is not the idea at all. We took a 
certain and definite line of action 
over this matter of freight rates, 
without an opportunity of asking the 
legislature for its approval of that 
action, and all we want now is that 
the house shall express by resolution 
its approval or disapproval of what 
we have done.” 
Forestalled by Boyle 

Premier Greenfield did not see that 
it mattered greatly from which side 
of the house the resolution came, 
and it had been his intention, had not 
Mr. Boyle’s resolution forestalled 
him, to give the house an outline of 
what the government had done, and 
to ask for its approval or otherwise, 
to the action taken. 

There is a possibility that when the 
house meets today both sides may 
reach a compromise as to the form 
of the resolution so that it may goa 
forward to Ottawa as a unanimous 
resolution. 

FRENCH GUNS COMMAND ALL 
RAILWAYS IN RUHR VALLEY 

DUESSELDORFP, FEB. 2.—(By Ca- 
nadian Press).—The blockade of the 
Ruhr valley from within was 
lutely complete today. Not a sin 
ton of coal or coke has entered Ger 
many from the Ruhr in the past 
hours, the French authorities an 
nounce, adding that the measures they 
put into force at midnight on January 
31 are totally effective. The 
show no disposition to contradict the 
French as to the general effectiveness 
of the blockade, but they relate how 
one train of 46 loaded cars, disregard- 
ing all signals, ran the blockade at 
Horde, near Dortmund, at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and escaped into 
interior Germany.

| eLECTIONS AS THEY ARE HELD 
IN OLD QUEBEC 

Montreal, Feb. 5.—Some 30 people 
in prison, one returning officer beaten 
up, his ballot box stolen and the poll 
out of action, were this morning's de- 
yelopments in the provincial general 
elections in Montreal. Twelve alleged 
telegraphers were arrested in the Mev- 
cier division early in the forenoon and 
14 were held by the police in St, Law- 
rence. In the latter division a riot 
broke out at the polling station. The 
deputy returning officer, Antonio Tarte 
was badly beaten up, his polling box 
stolen and the polling station some- 
what damaged. The result was that 
the station was closed and the elector- 
ate in that district consequently dis 
franchised. 

The alleged telegraphers arrested in 
Mercier division were taken into cus 
tody on the representations of Adolphe 
L’Archeveque, opposition candidate, 
who declared he detected them armed 
with lists of names allegedly for im- 
personation purposes. The 14 arrests 
in St. Lawrence were on charges of 
attempted impersonation. 

J. L. Bourbonnier, secretary of the 
Montreal tramways union, alleged that 
a crowd of about 35 men broke into

CHEMISTRY DIVISION WORK 


The extent, value, and importance 
of the work in which the Dominion 
Chemist, Dr. F. T. Shutt, is engaged, 
well exemplified in the interim 
report of the division for the yeai 
ending March 31, 1922. From this 
|we learn that a total of 4,122 samples 
were received from all parts of the 
country, during the year at the Domin- 
}ion laboratories for free examination 
jincluding 2,190 samples from the 
|Meat and Canned Foods division of 
the Health of Animals branch of th: 
Ottawa Department of Agriculture. 
The results of all these examinations 
are given in the report, which can be 
obtained free of charge from the pub- 
lications branch, Ottawa. Agricul 
turally they include investigational 
work with fertilizers, feediny 
{stuffs, sugar beets, field roots, silage 
and forage crops, waters, ete., but, as 


are 


soils, 


the division acts as a bureau of chem 
jistry for the entire government serv- 
lice, analytical work and research hav- 
ing been undertaken not only for all 
|the branches of the Agricultural De- 
partment but also for the Post Office 
Department and for the Departments 
fof the Interior, Customs and Excise. 
| Marine and Fisheries, Naval and Mili 

tary, and for the several commissions 
‘and boards in connection with the sol- 
|diers’ re-establishments and _ settl< 

|ment. A specially important line of 
| work comprises the chemical and mic 

roscopical examination of sample 
from the packing houses and canneries 
throughout the Dominion, thus en 
suring as far as possible that the food 
products of these industries conform to 
the government standards

| SENSATIONAL NOVEL 
IS AGITATING FRANCE 
| 


France is one of those broad-mind- 
ed countries capable of more than 
one excitement at a time. The Ger- 
man question is exciting the nation 
and it is also being excited by the pub 
lication of a novel called “La Gar- 
conne,” whose author is Victor Mar- 
gueritte, a commander of the Legion 
of Honor and author of many success- 
ful novels. In “La Garconne” he ap- 
pears to have overstepped the some- 
what elastic bounds of Parisian de 
;cency and a loud cry has gone forth 
that the book should be suppressed. 
Various societies have made the de- 
mand, including the League of Fath- 
ers of Families, the anti-Prostitution 
| League, and the Protestant League 
| for the Redemption of Public Morality. 
|The head of the League of Fathers 
|of Families is General Castelnau who 
had four sons killed during the war. 
Significant of the force of the attacks 
jupon the beok is the announcement

She becomes debauched 
and frequents opium dens and broth- 
els. Eventually she is married by 
an old friend and protector. The au 
| thor insists that he has given a truth 
ful picture of one stratum of Pari 
sian society since the war, but that 
he thas told only part of the truth. 
He wonders innocently what France 
would have done to him had he told 
all the truth. He says he wrote the 
novel to point out to women and par- 
(ticularly rich women who lack the 
training to fight their way through 
life possessed by working girls, the 
dangers with which they may fall 
victims. He insists that he has al 
ways been a feminist and contends 
that women should have the same 
rights political and otherwise that are 
possessed by men.

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ANGLICAN CLERGYMAN re 
CREATES A SENSATION 


Not for years has New York enjoy- 
ed such a church quarrel as has been | 
created by Rev. Percy Stickney Grant, | 
rector of the Church of the Ascension, | 
one of the largest and most fashion-| 
able of New York’s Anglican churches. 
Dr. Grant denies the divinity of Christ. | 
and expresses disbelief in the miracles 
recorded by the Bible. Bishop Man 
ning has taken him to task, has ex 
plained that his views are not those 
which Anglican clergy are bound to 
present to their hearers, and that un- 
less he recants he must leave his pul-| 
pit. Dr. Grant has declined to resign | 
although he has been told that a pro-| 
minent place awaits him in the Unitar 
ian fold if he chooses to do so, and it 
seems inevitable that there will be a 
trial for heresy.Such trials are always 
most distressing to the members of the 
church involved and rarely have any 
beneficial result upon religion. On 
that account they are deplored and are 
avoided whenever possible. But 
position of Dr..

Easy to Steal

place for your car than it is for your 
kids.

DANGER IN FARM WELL WATER 
Water from the farm well may be 
clear and sparkling and pleasant to 


the taste and yet polluted, and in 
consequence a source of danger to 
health, If it comes from a shallow 


well that is located too close to a 
source of contamination, it is certain 
sooner or later to become unwhole- 
some. The chemistry Division of the 
Experimental Farms at Ottawa, whici 
examines well waters from farm 
homesteads, reports that about 35 per 
cent are found to be unsafe for drink- 
ing purposes. It should be remem 
bered, however, that only suspected 
samples are sent in. Of 119 sample 
dealt with in 1922, 24 per cent were 
found to be pure and wholesome, 
while the remainder were either sus 
picious or positively dangerous. Care 
should therefore be exercised, first in 
locating the well and, secondly, in 
seeing that it is properly protected 
from contamination. The Dominion 
Chemist, in his annual report, recom- 
mends a spring or pure stream as 
perhaps the best source of water sup- 
'y. Water from such a source may 
be piped to the house and farm build-
